The Rebels Not la a StarviagCoaditioa. 
Ths army eorr*sp*ad*at of th* N*w York 

News writes: 

"Our sxperienee eince we crossed tbe 
Bappahaaaoek has ptoTod tbe iocoroetness 
of tbe earreat belief tb*tth* army of Gen 
Lee is half sUrved snd scantily slothed. 
The prisoners captured by us say that tbey 
bad plenty of rations aod warm clotbiug. A 
new supply of winter clothing was issued 
to them shortly before we advanced on tbom 
so unexpectedly. Within the fortifications 
at Kappahannock Station, I saw evidence of 
tbeir having buired new uniforms. I 
picked op snd exsmined a jacket which bad 
been torn off * wounded man. A ballet 
hole nieroed it tbrongb the left bresst im 
mediately over the heart of tb* w**rM'. I 
suppose "the poor fellow maybe alaeeed 
with those who were but are not. The 
jacket was made of heavy woolen cloth 
of a bluish gray color, and I saw many other 
pieces of clothing of the same material and 
color, Iving in diffsrent places ovjr the hill , 
and all ssturated with blood. In many 
places the rocks, stamps, snd earth are 
crimsoned with the ssme preeioas fiaid. 

'•The public need not believe all the rto- 
ries <T ilesertion from tbe Confederate army. 
If all tbe stories of this kind wWcb have 
been publiahed were half true, every rebel 
in the South would be on our side by this 
time. Desertions are of almost daily occur- 
rence, it is true; but the same is true of 
every army, oar own not excepted.

An examina- 
tion of liis accounts Irom 1853 to 185'J, al- 
though not thornii<;h, has developed nn em- 
besslement of $90,362 i32, of which $l,^SO has 
heeo paid, leaving $88,782 62 against bim. 
Amongst lb* earliest acts of my Bxeontlve 
duties was ita order directing <£* Attorney 
Oeneral to insUtute salt* for this recovery of 
the amounts composing such embeszlemeot. 
There is a long period of years prior to this 
investigation, for which tbie officer is respon- 
sible, nnd during that period there has been 
no inquiry into the accounts. I made an 
effort to have an examination, but the short 
time intcrveninj; your uasembiinii did not ad 
mit of it. It will require. a labor of some 
months, by good accountants, tu satisfactorily 
explore the accounts. I recommenl the ap- 
pointment of two or more commissioners, to 
inveetigate aod report apoo tbe condition of 
the accoaats of that officer, from the com- 
mencemeotto tbe end of his services. If the 
investigation be properly made, it will prob 
ably enable tbe Coounonwealth to secure a 
large proportion of the sum found to be due; 
in the settlement of his estate in the hands of 
trustees, which is now depending in the 
Franklin Circuit Court The statute of limi- 
tations certainly releases the sureties anterior 
to the year 1853, but does not interfere with 
the prosecution of the claims against the de- 
faaltiog officer. I recommend that you provide 
for the appointment of commissioners to in- 
vestigate and ascertain the extent of the em 
bexslemeat for oaoh year from the commence- 
ment of that officer's services. 

This case suggests tbe grave omission of 
proper legislation in reference to such cases.

In this connection; I would direct your at- 
teutiot) to the propriety of continuing the 
support of the "State Agricultural Society." 
This institution, organized under an act ap 
proved March 10, 1856, and continued by 
subsequent enaolmMits, has been of great 
benefit to the agricokara}' interests of Ken 
tdiifcy. < [Although it* iftfficiency bas been 
greatly retarded by tbe rebelliotf, for the 
''put two years, yet, in the midst of the 
gloom, the ellbrts of the society have ^e^tight 
and cheer Me agricultural interests of 

the State. Wesfe ati agriotfltural people, and 
every aid given to that interest goes to promote 
the general welfare. The society has more 
than met the most sanguine expectations of its 
founders, and presents to our hopes cumula- 
tive benefits to our agricultural — which is our 
greatest — interest, which demand for the so- 
ciety the fostering care of-the Commonwealth. 

At present the qii^tipns of most absdrfiing 
interest gl^#, f»fioLjh:^ are connected with 
the cbnditfon bf onr Federal Government, and 
the rebellion of the Southern States. U'hen 
the rebellion broke upon us in Kentucky, we 
had no military organization, except under 
the S'ate Guard l«w. Tlirs law waa preverted 
by the Inspector General, Buckner, into trea- 
sonable uses, and so alarmed otir people, at 
the abuse, that ftie law was repealetl, thus 
leaving Kentucky Without military organiza- 
tion. To call an unorganized militia into the 
field was, and is, impossible. Tbe Legisla- 
ture, by act approved the 3Ist day of Augost, 
1S62, revived the State Guard I^w, with 
amendments. When I became invested with 
the "chief exeeo^ive anthority," no organiza- 
tion having bleen efiected, steps were immedi- 
ately taken to thoroughly organize the militia. 
The process of organization is necessaril3' slow, 
under the system as at present authorized. 
Having obtained tbe services of an able nnd 
adCittbpIisbed officer, as Inspector General, the 
work of organization is progressing with all 
possible dispatch. Various and important a- 
mendments, required to g^ve efficiency to the 
system, will be aaggeoted b^ him to the proper 
ooomittee. 

The iiti^ortantei of having a complete and 
thorough organization of the militia has been 
80 clearly impressed upon every judgement, by 
the calamities which have befallen our people 
for want ol such organization, that I need not 
ofl'er any additional reasons, beyond the facts 
of liistory, to enforce the necessity of such or- 
ganization. Without organization we have 
been and would continue, powerless, and lie 
at the mercy of invaders and bandits. With 
organisation wc can defy and punish them, 
and give security to our homes, and protection 
to our people. - 1 urge apcMi j^il-the propriety 
of having an efident otaU fore* otgaaixed, 
for active duty io suppressing the guerrilla 
warfare which harasses our border. If it be 
said that it will cost the State too much, 1 an- 
swer, that i: will cost less than to do Without 
such force. Tiie economy which refuses to 
give protection to the property, the homes and 
lives of our border citizens, and leaves them 
exposed tj be wasted and ruined by guerrilla 
bands, deserves the contempt and execration 
of the age. He whose soul sits in watch over 
his money-bags, while the homes of his country- 
men are wrapped in flames of rebe.Uion, and 
the lives of true men are being sacrificed to 
the Moloch of treasofi, is wholly unfit to sit in 
council with patriots and statesmen. We 
have passed the silver line ; it is now a ques- 
tion of the life or death of our Government — 
not of dollars and cents. It is not, therefore, 
to be presumed that any representative of our 
suffering people can for a moment, hesitate to 
make every possible provision for the protec- 
tion and security of the citiifens in bis power. 
Those who would "save the people's money," 
should appropriate from the common treasure 
all that my be needed to give protection to the 
iiumes, the property, and lives of tbe citizen. 
Coming, as yoa do, fresh from tbe people, and 
knowing their sufferings and wants, it is not 
to be doubted but you will promptly respond 
to the nece.ssities of the occasion. 

In a short time after tbe Executive duties 
devolved upon me, the organized forces here- 
tofore giving protection to our people, were 
necessarily moved to the front, leaving the 
State more exposed than at any period since 
tbe rebellion. We were left with some 4,000 
recruits in camps, then withtmt organization, 
and not supplied with arms and equipments 
for servioe. The guerrillas availed them- 
selves of our condition to inflict serious in- 
juries upon our exposed border, carrying tbeir 
depredations to the very heart of the State. 

It is a source of gratulation that the patriot- 
ism of our people has met the efforts to place a 
sufficient force in the field for defense, and 
that wo are now more secure and better 
guarded than at any time heretofore since the 
rebellion. In a short time, under an arrange- ' 
ment made with the Secretary of War, and by 
a thorough organisation of the enrolled and 
volunteer militia, our defenses will be com- 
plete, and security will again brighten the de- 
solated homes of our border people. 

It id a source of just pride that, in this strug- 
gle to maintain our national life, Kentucky, 
under every reverse circumstance, has nobly 
redeemed her pledge of duty to maintain the 
Union. Kentucky can never abandon the Un- 
ion. It is the life of her people's hopes. When 
the Union is broken, her hopes must per- 
ish. Her hopes survive the loss of every 
thing but the Union. *'Give us liberty or 
give OS death," is the echoing response to 
our revolutionary sires, of the living pa- 
triotism of Kentucky of the present day. — 
Although we are an exposed front, and our 
peciple have been overrun and oppressed by 
rebel armies, and have been wasted in their 
substance, and slain by jjuerrillas, although 
bad men and wicked fanaticism in our armies 
have inflicted outrage and wrong opon our 
loyal people, yet so steadily have our people 
pursued the direct line of duty and patriot- 
ism, that tbe Buffering heroism and invincible 
loyalty, which nothing could divert at aver- 
come, is being anderstood and apprciciatied by 
our loyal brethren of other States, and our 
voice and counsel will not be nnbocded, as we 
speak from thl|-fl«l7'fcraaae;of1ki* -wasting 
rebellion. ^ .

577, we have contributed, to eustain our Gov- 
ernment, 37,444 soldiers for three years' serv- 
'mn 11,911 for one year; 413 for nine months,

This balance, for the reason before stated^ 
bas not heretofore been settled. Tbe Secreta- 
ry of State and Quartermaster Gener^ wera 
deputed, a few weeks since, to visit Washing- 
toil, and, if possible, obtain a settlement of ouif' 
claims. Tbe difficulties in the way of adjust- 
ment beingascertained. the questions were sub- 
mitted to the Secretary of \Var, who prompt- 
ly, from a sense of justice and respect to tha 
loyalty and good I'aitli of Kentucky, ordered 
the settlement of our claims upon a basis as 
just, liberal, and equitable as we could possibly 
demand, or his duties admit. We 8faaLllthero< 
fore hope soon to recruit our fund for military 
purposes, by obtaining from the Federal Gov- 
ernment the payment of sumo so dae to oa.: 

The importance of the records oowbei^ 
made in the military departments of this Statej 
suggests tbe necessi^ of bavinji; suitable add 
permaceqt offices pitevided in which to tran- 
sact tha business and preserve the records of 
the Inspector General. The presenu and fu- 
ture generations have an iucerest in the pre- 
servation of the.se records At present and 
heretofore office rooms liave been rented.—^ 
Tlie frequent changes from one room to an- 
other endangers the security, while it neces- 
sarily disorders and confuses the rrcords. — 
The State should provide permanent office 
rooms. It is economical to du so. The rents, 
now expended would, in a lew years, pay foi^ 
the construction of th* necessary bnildinn. 

The salary of tbe Governor under tbe Con- 
stitution, cannot be either increased or dimin- 
ished during his term; all delicacy is therefora 
removed, which might otherwise prevent me 
from callin.; your attention to the subject, and 
urging, 5'ou to provide for my successor a com- 
pensation which will at lea.^t cover expense*. - 
I am satisfied that it is not the purpose of the 
people of Kentucky to require a property 
qualification for the office, yet the present rat* 
of compensation must attain that end by tbs 
indirection of inadequate salary. Unless 
possessed of private fortune to meet expenses, 
no man can now afford to be Governor of Ken- 
tucky. . 

Ttie increased rates of living so reduces thd 
value of the present salaries paid to our judicial 
officjrs, as to render their compensation wholly 
insufficient. In times of peace, plenty, and 
low rates, the Milaries paid to the judges, was 
mucli below the income of a moderately com- 
petent lawyer. Now, competent men cannot 
afford to be judges. Our present judges may, 
from a sense of public duty, continue through 
their terms, but this does not excuse for failing- 
togive them just and reasonable compensation. 

The salaries of the Inspector General, and 
of his clerk, are merely nominal— having been 
fixed for times of peace. Tbe importance of 
the office, at this time, to the well-being and 
security of our people; the onerous duties 
which devolve upon tiiat officer, which require 
his whole time and all his energies, with the 
constant labors of a clerk, demands that suit- 
able provision should be forthwith made for 
payment of reasonable salaries to tha Inspector 
General and to his clerk. No clerk oodld b0 
obtained at the present salary, and as a con- 
sequence, a clerk has had to be detailed to that 
office from the office of tbe Adjutant General. 

The salaries of the Treasurer, Auditor and 
Register are, for the sahie reasons, inadequate. 
A salary which was sufficient a few years past,- 
for reasons obvious to all, will not now, and 
for years to come, meet tlie measure of a just 
reward The Re^^ister's salary is diininished 
by over $200 postage, which he is compeJlod ta 
pay, there being no provision for tbo p.iymcnr. 
This is not right A just and generous peopio 
do not want tbe services of these indispensablo 
officers without fair compensation. The miser 
in council is as little respected by a noble peo- 
ple as is the prodigal. Neither represent tbef 
manly spirit, tbe public sentimenti and Ibtf^ 
just judgment of the people. 

The subject of internal improvements ba* 
been so repeatedly brotfgbt before the pnblitf 
judgment, that no additional sirggestisTiS ar* 
necessary on this occasion. The construction 
of roads and improvement of rivers have been 
a means of developing much wealth, and a 
source of reward to the labor of the country. — ' 
When jodioiously made, the industry of the 
people is better sustained, and the wealth &ui 
prosperity of ftai$otUitry promoted. At pres- 
sent, however, to take care of and proteoh 
what we have is all a prodent statesmanship 
can demi^ad. The report of the PresUletat Of

uncertain state of in:ernational questions, 
touching the rights of foreigners in this coun- 
try and of citizens abroad. In regard to some 
Governments, these rights are at. least partial- 
ly defined by treaties. In no instance, how 
ever, is it expressly stipulated that, on the in- 
atance of civil war, a I'oreigner, residing in this 
country, within tbe lines of the insurgents, is 
to be exempted from the rule which classes 
him as a belligerent, in whose behalf the Gov- 
ernment of bis countrv can not express any 

frivileges or immunities from that character, 
re^gret to say, however, that such claims have 
been put forward, and in aome instances, in 
behalf of foreigners Who have lived in the 
United Statea tbe greater part of their lives. — 
There ia reason to oelierve that many peraons, 
born in foreign countries, who have declared 
thc-ir intention to become citizens, or who have 
been fully naturalized, have evaded the mili- 
tary duty required of them by denying the 
fact, and thereby throwing upon tlic Govern- 
ment tbe burden of proof. It lias been found 
difficult or impracticable to obtain this proof, 
from tbe want of guides to tbe proper sourues 
of information. Theae might be supplied by 
requiring the clerks of courts, where declara- 
tions of intentions may be made, or naturaliza- 
tion effeeted, toaond, periodicaUvi liata of tbe 
namee of po ta o aa natowJiaod, or deelaring their 
intention- to become citizens, to the Secretary 
of the Interior, in whose department these 
names must be arranged and printed for 
general information. There is also reiuon to 
believe that ioreigners frequently become citi- 
zens of the United States lor the sole purpose 
of evading the duties imposed by the laws of 
their native country, to which, in becoming 
naturalized here, they at once repair, and 
though never returning to tbe United States, 
they atill claim the interposition of the Gov- 
ernment OS citizens. Many altercations and 
great prejudice have heretofore arisen out of 
tbia abaae. IX ia therefore submitted to your 
aeriooa oonaideration. It might be advisable 
to flx a limit, beyond which no citizen of the 
United States, residing abroad, may claim tbe 
interposition of bis Government. Tberightof 
suffrage has often been assumed and exercised 
by aliens, under pretense of naturalization, 
which tbey have disavowed when drafted into 
the military service. I submit the expediency 
of such an amendment of the laws as will make 
the fact of voting an estoppel against any plea 
of exemption from military service, or other 
civil obligation, on grounds of alienage. 

In common witb other Western powers, our 
relatione with Japan bave been brongbt-into 
serione jeopardy, through the perverse oppo- 
sition of the hereditary aristocracy of tbe em- 
pire to the enlightened and liberal policy of 
tbe Tycoon, designed to bring tbe country in- 
to tbe society of nations, it is to be hoped, 
although not witb entire confidence, that these 
difficulties may be peacefully overcome.

The condition of the aeveral organized Ter- 
ritories is generally satisfactory, although tbe 
Indian disturbances in New .NIexico have not 
been entirely suppressed. The mineral re- 
sources of Colorado, Nevudo, Idahoo, New 
Mexico and A rizona are proving far richer than 
at first understood. 1 lay before you commu- 
nications on this subject from the Governor of 
New Mexico, l^a^ou submit to your consid- 
eration the expediency of establishing a sys- 
tem for tbe encouragement of immigration. 
Although this source of national wealth is 
agaih flowing with greater freedom than fur 
several years before tbe in&orrection occurred,, 
there is still a great deficienoy 'pf laborers in 
evry field of industry, es^'ciaJly in, agricul- 
ture and in our mines, all well . of iron and 
coal as of precious metals. 'While tbe de- 
mand for labor is thus iucroased here, tens of 
thousands of persons destitute of remunera- 



tive occupation are throngir.g our foreign con 
sulates and ollering to emigrate to the Unite d 
States, if essential, but very cheap, assistance 
can be afforded them. It'i3''5i&y to see that 
under the sharp discipline of civil war, the 
nation is beginning a new life- This noble 
effort demands the aid, and ought to receive 
the attention and support of the Government. 
Injorioa anforseen by the Government, and 
artfntendad,' may, io some eases, have been in- 
flioted opon the sobjeots or citizens of foreign 
coantriet, both at sea and on land, by persons 
in the service of the United States. As this 
Government expects redress from other pow- 
orr, when similar injuries are indicted, by per- 
sons in their service, upon citizens of the 
United States, we must bo prepared to do jus- 
tice to foreigners. If tbe existing judicial 
tribunala are inadeqaate to tbia purpose, a 
special coori will boanthorixed, with power 
to bear and daoldo oaeb ohume of the charac- 
ter xeferred to as may have arisen-under trea- 
tie* aad public law.

The- 
proper officers of the Treasury have deemed 
themselves required by tha laws of tbe United 
States upon the subject, to demand a tux upon 
tho incomes of foreign Con.suls in this coun- 
try, wlii!e such a demand mwy not be au indi 
cation of tbo publio law, or perhaps of any 
existing treaty between the United States and 
a foreign country. Tho espedienoy of so fir 
modifying the act as to exempt from tax tbe 
income of such Consuls as are not citizens of 
the Uniteil State", derived from the emoluments 
of their office, or from property not situated in 
tbe United States, is submitted to your seri- 
ous consideration. I make this suggestion, 
upon tile ground that a comity, which ought 
to be reciprocated, exempts our Consuls 
in all other countries from taxation. To the 
extent thus indicated, the United States, 1 
think, ought not to be exceptionally illiberal 
to international trade and commerce. 

The operations of the Treasury during 
tbe last year have been successfully conduct- 
ed. The enactment, by Congress, of a Na- 
tional lianking Law, has '{Hroved a valuable 
support of tbe pahlio oredi^ a^d tbe general 
legislation in relation to' loantf has forlly an 
swered the eiqpetBtatiohs of its IhvbrersL ifome 
amendments may be required to perfect ex 
isting laws; but no change in their principles 
or general scope is believed to be needed. 
Since these measures have been in operation, 
all demands on the Treasurj', including pay of 
tho army and navy, has t>een promptly met 
and fully satisfied. No considerable body of 
troops, it is believed, were ever more amply 
provided, and more liberally and punctually 
paid, and it may be added that by no people 
were the burdens inoident to a great war

Our country has 
advantages superior to any other nation incur 
resources ofiron and timl>er, witli inexhausti- 
ble quantities of fuel in the immediate vicin- 
ity of both , and all accessible and \a oluse prox- 
imity to navigable waters. Without the dis- 
advantage of publio riskSf the roaoorces of the 
nation have been developed and its power dis- 
played in tbe eonetruction of a navy of snob 
magnitude; which has at tbe very period of its 
creation, rendered signal service to the Union. 
The increase of the number of seamen in the 
public service from 7,0!X) men, in the spring 
of 1861, to about 24,0')iJ, at the present time, 
has been accomplished without espec.al legis- 
lation or extraordinary bounties to promote 
that increase. It hsw been found, however, 
that the operations of the draft, with high 
bounties paid for army recruits,is beginning to 
affect injuriously the naval service, and will, if 
not corrected, be likely to impair its efficiency, 
hj detaching, seamen from their proper voca- 
tion, and inducing them to enter the army. I 
therefore n?3peotlnlly su<r::est that Congress 
might aid botli the army and naval service by 
adequate provision on this subject, which 
would at the same time be equitable to the 
communities more especially intended. I 
commend to your consicfenuion' the sugges- 
tions of the Secretary of the Navy in regard to 
the policy of fostering and training seamen for 
naval service. Tbe Naval Academy is rend- 
ering signal service in preparing midshipmen 
for highly responsible duties which, in after 
life, tbey will be required to perform, in Order 
that tbe country should not be deprived of the 

J>roper quota of educated officers, for which 
egal providion has been made at the naval 
school. The vacancies catrsed by the neglect 
or omission to make nonrinationa from the 
States in insurrection, have been- filled by tho 
Secretary of the Nav/.

During the past fiscal year the financial con-
